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Nearly  all  genealogical  works  are  confusing,  and  in 
order  to  make  this  as  clear  and  simple  as  possible,  it  has 
been  arranged  by  generation. 

The  First  rlullanphy  Generation  gives  the  biographies 
of  John  I-lullanphy  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Brown;  and  closes 
with  the  names  of  their  children  only.  Each  child  is  then 
taken  up,  and  his  (or  her)  descendants  by  generation,  follow¬ 
ing  the  same  order,-  i.  e.  biography,  followed  by  names  of 
children,  whose  data  will  be  under  the  heading  of  the  next 
generation . 

A  complete  index  of  descendants  and  their  husbands 
or  wives  may  be  found  at  the  back  of  the  book,  together  with 
a  chart,  as  frontispiece. 

So  many  members  of  the  family  have  helped  in  preparing 
this  work  that  it  is  impossible  to  acknowledge  the  kindness 
of  all  of  those  to  whom  I  am  indebted.  Every  effort  ha, s 


has  been 

made  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  the  information,  and  while  the 


dates  given  do  not  always  agree  with  those  usually  accepted, 
they  are  taken  from  members  of  the  different  branches,  family 
Bibles,  church  and  cemetery  records.  Due  to  the  war ,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  obtain  detailed  information  on  the  French, 
English  and  Gorman  descendants.

JOHN  MULLANPHY 
1758-1833 


The  name  of  Mullanphy  is  written  in  Gaelic  "0 ’Maolanfaio" 
or  "son  of  the  storm  king."  There  was  a  Saint  Maolanfai  who  was 
the  patron  of  the  little  town  of  Molona,  about  two  miles  from 
Youghal • 

John  Mullanphy  was  born  in  the  year  1758,  near  Enniskill¬ 
en,  county  Fermanagh,  in  northern  Ireland.  His  mother  died  when 
he  wae  quite  young;  and  after  his  father’s  second  marriage,  he 
spent  the  greater  part  of  his  time  with  his  uncle,  Bryan  Mull¬ 
anphy.  He  had  a  brother,  Owen,  who  married  and  had  a  son,  Hugh 
Mullanphy;  and  a  sister,  Catherine,  who  married  Dr.  Denis  Delany 
of  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland,  and  had  two  sons,  Denis  and 
J  ohn  Delany  • 

At  this  time  the  penal  laws  against  Catholics  were  in 
full  force  in  Ireland,  and, among  other  deprivations,  those  of 
that  faith  were  not  permitted  to  have  schools  of  their  own,  to 
attend  Trinity  College,  or  to  go  abroad,  for  their  education. 
Consequently  John’s  early  teaching  was  a  family  affair,  supple¬ 
mented  by  informal  lessons  from  the  parish  priest.  Naturally 
intelligent  and  ambitious,  he  improved  this  foundation  by  go¬ 
ing  to  Dublin,  where,  by  lodging  over  a  bookseller’s  store,  he 
had  access  to  his  volumes;  and  took  care  of  an  elderly  invalid 
in  return  for  the  old  gentleman’s  tuition.  To  the  day  of  his 
death,  John  Mullanphy  was  an  insatiable  reader  of  the  best 
French  and  English  literature,  and  is  said  to  have  possessed 
one  of  the  finest  libraries  in  his  adopted  country. 

In  1778,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  he  entered  the  Irish  Brig¬ 
ade.  Of  his  career  for  the  next  ten  years  we  know  little,  only 
that  he  was  stationed  for  some  time  on  the  Island  of  R& ,  on  the 
west  coast  of  France;  and  was  in  Paris  at  the  time  of  the  attack 
by  the  Sans-Culottes ♦  It  has  been  said  that  he  returned  to  Ire¬ 
land  immediately  after  the  fall  of  the  monarchy  and  the  dispers¬ 
ion  of  the  Irish  Brigade,  but  Darby  in  his  "Recollections" 
speaks  of  Mullanphy  reminiscing  of  his  experiences  during  his 
service  under  Napoleon.  U 

He  was  in  Ireland  in  1789,  when  he  married  Elizabeth 
Brown  of  Youghal,  county  Waterford.  He  was  then  thirty  one, 
and  his  bride  little  more  than  half  his  age.  There  being  scant 
opportunity  for  financial  success  in  his  own  country,  he  decid¬ 
ed  to  set  up  a  business  in  America,  and  in  1792  set  sail  for 
Philadelphia,  bringing  with  him  his  wife  and  young  child.  He 
opened  his  first  small  store  in  Philadelphia,  only  to  see  it 
burn  to  the  ground  within  a  year.  He  began  again  in  Baltimore,, 
and  for  the  next  few  years  seems  to  have  divided  his  time  be¬ 
tween  the  two  cities. 

In  Baltimore,  Mullanphy  became  an  intimate  friend  of 
Bishop  Carroll.  He  returned  to  Ireland  for  a  short  visit  in 
1794,  and  Bishop  Carroll  sent  a  letter  by  him  to  Archbishop 
Troy  of  Dublin,  dated  July  19th,  in  which  he  introduces  Mull-

anphy  as  "a  very  deserving  and  intelligent  member  of  this  con¬ 
gregation  .  .  .  v/ho  during  his  residence  here  has  conducted  him¬ 
self  much  to  his  credit,  and  I  hope  to  his  temporal  advantage. 
Regular  in  the  discharge  of  his  religious  duties,  he  has  dis¬ 
cernment  and  information  fully  sufficient  to  make  known  to  your 
Grace  whatever  you  may  desire  to  hear  concerning  the  political 
and  ecclesiastical  state  of  this  country." 

For  five  years  or  more  he  lived  happily  and  prosper¬ 
ously  in  the  east,  and  then  he  decided  to  penetrate  the  "wilds 
of  the  Far  Nest",-  Kentucky.  In  the  fall  of  1799  he  started 
west  with  his  family.  The  trip  was  difficult  and  fraught  with 
danger  in  those  days,  so  when  they  reached  Danville,  Kentucky, 
he  established  his  wife  and  children  in  a  tavern,  -  the  hotel 
of  the  period.  He  went  on  to  Frankfort,  where  he  determined  to 
settle.  He  built  a  two  story  brick  house,  and  had  the  first 
brick  pavement  laid  in  that  town.  Here  he  opened,  a  bookstore, 
with  Kane  O'Hara  as  his  clerk. 

He  then  brought  his  family  on  from  Danville,  and 
they  lived  in  Frankfort  for  several  years.  As  there  were  no 
churches  in  that  pioneer  town,  the  missionary  priests  on  their 
visits  always  stayed  at  the  Mullanphys'  house  and  there  said 
Mass  for  the  scattered  members  of  their  flock  who  came  in  from 
the  surrounding  country. 

Among  his  many  and  varied  undertakings,  it  was  at 
this  time  that  John  Mullanphy  built  and  fitted  out  a  schooner 
for  the  West  Indian  trade,  which  made  several  successful  trips 
under  Captain  Watson  of  Philadelphia,  before  it  was  lost  in  a 
gale  at  sea.  His  business  ventures  were  very  successful,  and 
every  year  he  went  cast  on  horseback  to  Baltimore  and  Philadel¬ 
phia  to  look  after  his  eastern  establishments,  and  to  return  with 
a  wagon  load  of  supplies  for  his  Kentucky  store,  and  always  books 
for  his  own  library.  It  is  said  that  for  many  yca,rs  after  he 
left  Frankfort,  the  inhabitants  spoke  with  admiration  of  his  oner 
gy  and  sagacity. 

Early  in  1804,  the  visit  of  Charles  Gratiot  to  Frank¬ 
fort  changed  the  course  of  Mullanphy 1 s  life.  A  strong  friendship 
sprang  up  between  this  Frenchman  and  Mullanphy,-  who,  after  ton 
years  in  France,  was  often  taken  for  one  himself,  -  and  when  Gra¬ 
tiot  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the  new  village  of  Saint  Louis  in 
which  he  lived,  "a  rising  town  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi", 
Mullanphy 1 s-  interest  was  aroused,  and  he  determined  to  establish 
himself  there.  He  turned  his  horse's  head  west  this  time  instead 
of  cast,  and  soon  arrived  in  Saint  Louis,  which  pleased  him  so 
much  that,  although  for  somo  years  to  come  he  spent  only  a  part 
of  his  time  there,  he  eventually  made  it  his  permanent  home. 

He  wrote  to  his  friend,  Father  Badin,  on  October  29th, 
1804,  that  he  had  bought  a  house  with  a  fine  garden  and  orchard 
for  53,000  in  merchandise;  and  that  he  had  been  appointed  judge 
of  the  common  pleas  and  quarter  sessions,  He  ends  his  letter  by 
regretting  that  the  people  in  Saint  Louis,  though  not  quite  so 
wicked  as  those  in  Kentucky,  would  "dance  on  Sunday  and  neglect 
attending  at  church  ...",  and  closes  his  letter  with  these  words: 
"I  am,  dear  Sir,  yours  with  consideration  and  esteem,  and  wishing 
you  health  and  a  large  prize  in  the  lottery..."

Bringing  his  family  on  from  Frankfort  was  not  quite 
so  hazardous  an  undertaking  as  their  move  five  years  earlier. 
They  came  by  water.  Mullanphy  with  his  wife,  children  and 
several  slaves,  embarked  on  a  flatboat  on  the  Kentucky  River, 
loaded  aboard  furniture  for  their  house  and  supplies  for  the 
store,  and  came  as  far  as  the  Ohio.  At  the  Cash  River,  they 
were  met  by  barges  sent  by  Auguste  Chouteau,  as  the  rest  of 
the  way  was  upstream.  They  tied  up  every  night,  to  avoid  the 
danger  of  running  into  snags  in  the  darkness. 

In  Saint  Louis,  the  family  found  their  house  prepared 
for  them.  It  was  a  one  story  building  on  Second  Street,  with 
a  long  garden  which  ran  back  to  Fourth  Street,  beyond  which 
stretched  the  prairie,  on  which  was  an  old  Indian  graveyard  in 
which  the  children  occasionally  ployed.  A  gallery  surrounded 
the  house  on  all  sides,  and  inside  there  were  ten  rooms. 

Here  they  were  living  in  March  of  1805,  when  their  in¬ 
fant  son  died.  In  April  of  that  year,  John  Mullanphy  bought 
a  plot  of  ground  from  Martin  Ladouccur,  and  built  a  stone-  house 
(standing  in  1886)  where  the  first  ferry  to  Cahokia  was  situat¬ 
ed  . 

Although  the  business  advantages  of  Saint  Louis  exceed¬ 
ed  his  cxpectat ions ,  Mullanphy  found  that  there  was  little  op¬ 
portunity  there  for  giving  his  older  children  a  good  education; 
and  so,  two  years  later,  he  took  his  daughters  to  the  Ursuline 
Convent  in  New  Orleans.  This  trip  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississ¬ 
ippi  suggested  a  new  field  for  his  business  undertakings,  and 
he  soon  opened  a  branch  at  Natchez,  in  partnership  w ith  a 
Mr.  Filer.  He  still  retained  his  stores  in  Philadelphia,  and 
Baltimore,  and  probably  later  owned  one  in  Now  York,  where  ho 
also  had  his  own  wharf. 

The  girls  spent  only  two  years  in  Now  Orleans,  for  in 
1809  he  sent  them  to  Madame  Rivardi's  fashionable  academy  for 
young  ladies  in  Baltimore.  When  the  War  of  1812  threatened  the 
safety  of  that  city,  they  went  to  Now  j*&rk .  Mullanphy  himself 
wa.s  in  Baltimore  in  September  of  1814,  when  he  is  said  to  have 
taken  up  arms  in  the  battle  made  memorable  for  Americans  by  the 
composition  of  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner." 

It  was  the  War  of  1812  that  really  founded  tho  Mullanphy 
fortune,  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  slowly  but  steadily  in¬ 
creasing;  for  it  was  at  its  close  that  he  negotiated  his  famous 
corner  on  cotton.  This  episode  has  been  so  widely  discussed 
that  it  hardly  seems  to  need  repetition. 

At  that  time  cotton  was  a  drug  on  the  market,  as  it  could 
not  be  sent  abroad  to  be  sold;  and  Mullanphy  had  a  quantity  of 
it  stored  in  the  warehouses  of  Now  Orleans,  when  General  Pakcn- 
ham  attacked  that  city.  General  Jackson,  in  command  of  the 
American  forces,  decided  to  reinforce  the  barricades  with  cotton 
and  commandeered  Mullanphy 1  s  supply.,  with  that  of  others.  It  is 
said  that  when  Mullanphy  reported  to  the  General  that  he  was 
the  owner  of  a  .large  part  of  the  cotton,  Jackson  said;  "Then, 
egad,  I  kno w  of  no  one  who  has  a  better  right  to  defend  it. 
Sergeant,  get  a  musket,  and  see  that  ho  has  a  chance  to  defend 
his  cotton."  This  tale  is  often  told  as  of "a  certain  Frenchman" 
who  was  indignant  at  the  seizure,-  but  Mullanphy  often  told  tho

Story  on  himself,  appreciating  tho  humor  of  it;  moreover,  far 
from  approaching  the  General  in  anger,  he  had  gone  as  a  busi¬ 
ness  man  to  register  the  number  of  bales  to  be  restored  to  him 
later.  He  would  probably  have  fought  anyway,  as  he  had  done  at 
Baltimore,-  it  would  hardly  need  compulsion  to  make  an  Irishman 
fight  the  English,  with  loss  at  stake  than  cotton.  Jackson  was, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  good  friond  of  his,  and  so  remained  all 
his  life.  Years  afterwards,  when  Mullanphy  went  to  Washington 
during  Jackson’s  presidency  to  testify  in  tho  case  of  Judge  Peck, 
he  was  treated  by  the  Chief  Executive  with  great  consideration 
and  invited  to  dine  at  the  White  House. 

The  cotton  proved  of  small  value  in  the  battle,  as  it 
was  sot  afire  by  a  cannon  ball.  After  the  fighting  was  over,  most 
of  the  owners  refused  to  take  it  back  damaged,  preferring  to  bo 
reimbursed  later  by  the  Government.  Mullanphy ,  however,  agreed 
to  waive  all  claims  if  the  right  number  of  uninjured  bales  were 
returned  to  him,  and  the  remainder  of  the  cotton  was  put  up  for 
auction . 

Mullanphy  felt  sure  that  tho  war  was  almost  over,  and, 
as  tho  mail  was  brought  from  Natchez  to  Mew  Orleans,  he  went  to 
tho  former  city  to  learn  the  latest  nows.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
tho  war  wa's  over  two  weeks  previously,  but  news  traveled  slowly. 
When  tho  post  rider  galloped  into  Natchez  crying  ’'Peace!  Peace!" 
Mullanphy  realized  that  he  could  bo  a  rich  man  if  he  bought 
enough  cotton  at  its  low  price,  and  he  accordingly  hastened  to 
New  Orleans  by  boat  ahead  of  the  post  rider.  By  the  time  the 
guns  of  New  Orleans  boomed  out  the  welcome  tidings,  ho  had  pur¬ 
chased  an  enormous  amount  at  4 <j,  a  pound,  which  he  loaded  on  a 
ship  and  sold  at  Liverpool  for  30 $  a  pound.  This  transaction 
not  only  made  him  a,  rich  man,  but  was  also  of  great  benefit  to 
Saint  Louis,  for  he  soon  went  back  to  that  city  to  employ  his 
wealth  in  assisting  its  progress  and  charitable  institutions. 

In  1817,  Mullanphy  was  in  New  York  for  the  first  wedding 
in  his  family,  that  of  his  daughter  Jane.  The  following  year 
Mrs  Mullanphy  took  the  other  children  abroad  to  finish  their  edu¬ 
cation;  Bryan  was  placed  in  tho  Jesuit  College  in  Paris,  and  the 
girls,  with  the  exception  of  the  delicate  Ellen,  went  to  a  con¬ 
vent  in  Rouen. 

Mullanphy  went  to  Saint  Louis,  where  he  remained  until 
April  of  1821.  He  then  rejoined  his  family  in  France,  and  the 
following  year  brought  his  three  younger  daughters  back  with  him 
to  his  house  in  Florissant.  In  1824,  the  two  younger  girls  being 
married,  ho  removed  to  the  city.  From  this  time  on,  he  devoted  his 
time,  his  energy  and  his  fortune  to  his  adopted  city.  Darby,  four 
times  Mayor  of  Saint  Louis,  says  that  "Amongst  the  distinguished 
men  engaged  in  laying  the  foundations  of  the  city  and  building  up 
the  same,  no  one  was  more  prominent  than  John  Mullanphy  ...  A  man 
of  great  enterprise,  foresight,  judgment,  he  contributed  more 
than  any  other  individual  to  tho  building  of  Saint  Louis." 

Mullanphy  invested  much  money  in  real  estate,  and  built 
many  houses,  even  during  the  financial  panic.  He  brought  out  a 
number  of  farmers  from  Iroland,  remembering  the  hardships  of  life 
there,  but  they  proved  to  be  shiftless  and  his  plan  for  a  tenant 
estate  fell  through,  as  had  his  earlier  one  of  establishing  the 
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county  seat  at  Florissant.  Ho  owned  at  one  time  one  fourth  of 
the  land  on  which  the  city  of  Dubuque,  Iowa,  now  stands;  but 
the  Government  brought  suit  against  the  original  title,  and  he 
lost  this  investment.  He  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to  Saint 
Louis  a  branch  of  the  United  States  Bank,  and  was  Director  of 
it  from  1829  until  his  death.  He  is  said  to  have  owned  more 
shares  in  the  Louisville  and  Portland  Canal  than  any  man  in 
the  country . 

His  charitable  enterprises  are  well  known,  but  there 
were  inumerable  private  charities  which  were  never  traced  to 
him.  He  was  a  firm  believer  in  assisting  the  poor,  but  not 
without  their  cooperation.  During  the  panic,  when  the  poor 
suffered  greatly  and  the  cost  of  bread  was  prohibitive,  Mull- 
anphy  instructed  a  baker  to  supply  all  needy  persons  at  his  ex¬ 
pense  without  making  known  the  name  of  their  benefactor;  and 
during  the  cholera  epidemic  he  brought  a  young  physician,  Dr. 
Julian  Henry,  from  Philadelphia  to  treat  all  poor  patients,  and 
send  the  bills  to  him. 

It  was  to  John  Mullanphy  that  Saint  Louis  owed  its  first, 
and  for  many  years  its  only,  hospital.  He  brought  the  Sisters 
of  Charity  to  the  city,  giving  them  §700  outright  arid  a  deed 
to  three  houses,  which  brought  them  a  revenue  of  §600  a  year* 

He  also  assisted  in  establishing  a  home  for  orphan  boys  and  one 
for  destitute  widows. 

In  1827  he  gave  the  Religious  of  the  Sacred  Heart  twenty 
four  acres  on  Fourth  Street,  a  brick  house  and  §1,000,  on  con¬ 
dition  that  they  should  educate, free  of  charge,  twenty  young 
orphan  girls.  He  took  a  personal  interest  in  these  orphans, 
promising  the  Superior,  Mother  (Blessed)  Philippine  Duchesne,  a 
small  additions.1  sum  annually  for  wach  girl,  and  a  gift  at  their 
departure.  (Lest  they  be  educated  out  of  their  station,  he  stip¬ 
ulated  that  they  go  barefoot  a  large  part  of  each  year,  and  that 
they  "should  enjoy  no  beverages  from  overseas",  such  as  tee.  or 
coffee.  In  a  friendly  suit  years  later,  the  nuno  were  permitted 
to  be  more  lenient  in  the  matter  of  shoes  and  coffee.) 

Mullanphy  donated  the  ground  for  the  Church  of  Saint  Fer¬ 
dinand  at  Florissant,  where  today  the  first  pew  on  the  right  is 
marked  with  his  name  and  reserved  for  his  descendants.  Many  of 
the  windows  in  this  old  church  are  memorials  to  his  family.  At 
his  own  expense  he  built  the  convent  adjoining  the  church,  which 
the  Order  of  Loretto  still  occupies. 

John  Mullanphy  died.,  on  the  29th  of  August,  1833,  in  Saint 
Louis,  at  the  age  of  seventy  five.  The  notice  of  his  death  in 
the  newspaper  added:  "In  his  death  the  orphan  and  afflicted  have 
lost  a  most  liberal  benefactor  and  literature  a  firm  supporter." 

On  his  appearance,  we  have,  unfortunately,  no  contempo¬ 
rary  record.  In  1874,  forty  years  after  his  death,  Matthew  Hast¬ 
ings  painted  his  portrait  for  the  Mullanphy  Hospital,  but  it  was 
executed  from  description.  We  know  that  he  was  five  feet  ten  in 
height,  dark  haired,  and  in  his  later  days,  stout  of  build.  It 
is  said  that  when  Lafayette  visited  Saint  Louis  in  1825,  during 
Mullanphy* a  lifetime,  many  people  who  saw  him  at  a  distance 
mistook  him  for  Mullanphy.  So  possibly  the  portraits  of  that 
eminent  gentleman  resemble  our  Irish  ancestor  more  than  his  own. 

A  portrait  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Brown,  does  exist, 
and  shows  a.  sweet  and  charming  face,  blue  eyes  arid  auburn  hair. 
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She  was  born  in  Youghal,  county  Waterford,  Ireland.  Her  grand¬ 
children  said  that  she  was  born  in  1773 5  but  her  tombstone  states 
that  she  was  seventy  three  when  she  died  in  1843*  Her  death 
occurred  in  Paris,  Prance,  on  the  14th  of  April,  1843 • 

John  Mullanphy  and  Elizabeth  Brown  had  fifteen  child¬ 
ren,  of  whom  three  daughters  and  four  sons  died  in  infancy .  The 
eldest  child  was  born  in  Ireland  end  died  shortly  after  coming 
to  America;  one  son  was  born  in  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  and  died  in 
Saint  Louis  on  March  8th,  1805,  aged  eighteen  months.

1.  ELLEN  MULLANFH7  was  the  eldest  surviving  child  of  John  Mull¬ 
anphy  and  Elizabeth  Brown. 

She  was  probably  born  about  1795,  in  Baltimore  or  Phila¬ 
delphia.  She  early  desired  to  become  a  nun,  but  was  considered 
too  delicate.  She  went  to  France  with  her  mother  and  sisters 
in  1818;  and  remained  there  with  her  mother  when  the  ot.her  child¬ 
ren  returned  to  Saint  Louis  four  years  later. 

She  died  in  Paris  as  a  postulant  of  the  Ladies  of  the 
Sacred  Heart.  She  was  about  thirty  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
the  date  of  which  is  given  as  1825,  or  March  1827*

Louis.  She  was  educated  at  convents  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

She  married  Major  Thomas  Biddle,  USA,  in  1893 •  He  was 
born  in  1790,  in  Philadelphia,  the  son  of  Charles  Biddle  and 
Hannah  Shepard;  and  died  August  30th,  1831  >  in  Saint  Louis. 

Major  Biddle  had  come  to  Saint  Louis  in  1820  as  paymaster 


for  the  army.  He 


famous  in  the  annals  of  Saint  Louis  for  his 


duel  with  Spencer  Pettis.  Pettis  was  running  for  re-election  to 
Congress  in  1830,  and  Biddle  wrote  several  articles  against  him, 
in  one  of  which  he  called  him  a  "dish  of  skimmed  milk" .  This  in¬ 
furiated  Pettis,  who  retorted  in  kind,  the  quarrel  soon  becoming 
more  personal  than  political.  Biddle  called  on  Pettis  at  his 
hotel,  and  on  being  told  that  his  adversary  would  not  see  him, 
mounted  the  stairs  and  horsewhipped  him  in  the  presence  of  wit¬ 
nesses.  Pettis  had  him  arrested  for  assault  with  intent  to  kill, 
and  John  Mullanphy  went  his  bond.  Pettis  was  duly  elected,  but 
the  enmity  between  them  was  by  this  time,  an  "affair  of  honor". 
Major* Biddle  had  to  leave  Saint  Louis  to  pay  the  troops  at  Prairie 
du  Chien,  while  Pettis  improved  the  respite  by  talcing  lessons  in 
marksmanship . 


On  his  return,  Pettis  challenged  him  to  a  duel,  and  Bid¬ 
dle  accepted,  stipulating  that  they  should  stand  at  a  distance  of 
not  more  than  five  feet,  on  the  plea  of  being  nearsighted.  The 
whole  town  was  wildly  excited,  and  assembled  on  the  appointed 
morning  of  Friday,  August  26th,  1831,  to  see  the  combatants  off 
to  Bloody  Island  (a  small  spit  in  the  Mississippi,  since  disappear¬ 
ed,  which  was  the  traditional  duelling-ground).  It  is  said  that 
several  thousands  were  on  the  levee,  at  windows  and  on  housetops, 
while  John  Mullanphy  sat  his  old  roan  mare  in  the  thick  of  the 
crowd.  The  principals  rowed  over  to  Bloody  Island  with  Captain 
Martin  as  Pettis’  second,  Major  Ben  O' Fallon  as  Biddle’s,  and  Dr. 
Hardage  Lane  in  attendance  as  surgeon.  Pettis  won  the  choice  of 
position,  and  they  faced  each  other  at  the  appointed  distance. 

So  close  were  they  that  at  the  command  to  fire,  the  foot-long  pis¬ 
tols  actually  struck  against  each  other,  as  they  held  them  at  arms 
length.  Both  fell  mortally  wounded.  Pettis  died  the  following 
day,  and  Major  Biddle  four  days  later. 

Mrs  Biddle,  after  her  widowhood,  spent  the  greater  part 
of  her  time  and  fortune  in  charity.  She  gave  the  large  tract  of 
land  on  which  the  Visitation  convent  used  to  stand;  land  for  the 
building  of  St  Patrick’s  Church;  donated  generously  to  the  Girls 
Orphan  Asylum;  and  founded  the  Biddle  Foundling  and  Lying-In  Hos¬ 
pital,  which  was  for  a  long  time  the  only  institution  of  its  kind 
in  the  city. 

She  was  buried  by  her  husband’s  side,  at  10th  and  Biddle 
Streets,  both  being  later  removed  to  Calvary  cemetery,  where  a 
handsome  monument  marks  their  resting  place. 

They  had  no  children,  but  the  name  of  Biddle  has  survived 
in  every  generation  of  the  family  to  the  present  day.

7 •  B R YA N  MU L LA N F HY ,  the  seventh  child  and  only  surviving  son  of 
John  Mullanphy  and  Elizabeth  Brown,  was  born  September  16th, 
1809,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland;  and  died  June  15th,  1851,  in  Saint 
Loui s . 


When  he  was  nine  years'  old,  he  went  abroad  with  bis  mother 
and  sisters,  and  was  placed  at  the  Jesuit  School  in  Paris.  He 
later  attended  the  Jesuit  college  of  Stonyhurst  in  England,  where 
he  graduated  with  highest  honors.  He  returned  to  Saint  Louis 
in  1827  and  for  two  years  studied  law  at  the  Saint  Louis  college 
(now  University),  being  admitted  to  practise  before  he  was 
twenty  one. 

He  was  extremely  successful  in  the  legal  profession,  and 
it  is  said  that  he  would  never  undertake  a  case  that  might  work 
any  hardship  on  the  poor.  In  1840  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for  four  years. 
Few,  if  any,  of  his  decisions  were  ever  reversed  in  the  Appellate 
Courts.  After  his  father's  death  in  1833,  he  succeeded  in  the 
positions  in  various  financial  institutions  that  had  been  held 
by  John  Mullanphy.  In  184?  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Saint  Louis, 
and  it  is  said  that  his  management  of  municipal  affairs  has  not 
since  been  excelled,  many  of  his  suggested  projects  having  later 
been  enacted  by  the  Assembly. 

On  November  14th,  1845,  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
of  Catholic  gentlemen  who  founded  the  first  conference  of  the 
St  Vincent  de  Paul  Society  in  America.  His  charities  were 
unnumbered;  and  many  amusing  anecdotes  are  told  of  him,  as  of  his 
father,  relating  to  the  ingenious  ways  in  which  he  reconciled  his 
contributions  to  the  poor  with  his  determination  not  to  pauperize 
them . 


His  will  has  become  famous,  for  he  left  one-third  of  his 
considerable  fortune  to  form  a  fund,  for  the  relief  of  indigent 
emigrants  on  their  way  to  settle  in  the  west.  At  that  time  no 
charity  was  more  needed,  or  less  provided  for;  but  conditions 
are  now  so  changed  that  the  fund  has  practically  no  calls  upon 
it , -however ,  numerous  lawsuits  have  failed  to  break  the  will  or 
divert  the  money  to  a  more  necessary  charity. 

Bryan  Mullanphy  never  married,  though  it  is  said  that  he 
was  in  love  with  a  young  German  lady  who  refused  him.  The  sur¬ 
name  of  Mullanphy  died  with  him.

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SOME  NOTES  ON  EARL 7  MULLANPHY  HOUSES  7 5 . 

When  John  Mullanphy  came  to  Saint  Louis  in  1804,  he  bought 
an  orchard  and  garden  for  $3,000  in  merchandise;  and  in  April, 

1805,  he  purchased  sixty  arpents  of  land  from  P.  Martin  Ladouceur._ 
According  to  the  memoirs  of  his  daughter,  Jane  (Chambers),  at  the 
arrival  of  Mrs  Mullanphy  and  the  children  in  1805,  they  went  to 
live  on  Second  Street.  This  house  was  built  of  stone  and  dated 
from  the  Spanish  days;  it  contained  ten  rooms  on  one  story  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  gallery  on  all  four  sides;  a  long  garden  extended 
back  to  Fourth  Street.  Mullanphy1 s  store  was  on  Second  Street. 

In  1817,  John  Mullanphy  lived  in  the  house  in  Florissant, 
formerly  owned  by  the  Spanish  Intendant,  which  stood  one  block, 
this  side  of  St  Ferdinand's  Church,  on  what  is  now  a  vacant  lot. 
The  house  burned  to  the  ground  in  1824. 

In  1830,  Mullanphy  was  living  in  Saint  Louis,  but  heither 
the  side  of  this,  nor  of  the  new  house  which  he  built  about  3  year 
before  his  death,  has  been  determined.  His  real  estate  holdings 
were  enormous,  not  only  in  Saint  Louis  and  Florissant,  but  in 
the  neighboring  counties. 

Hazelwood . 

Hazelwood  was  built  about  1807,  and  is  said  to  be  the  first 
brick  house  built  west  of  the  Mississippi.  The  house  and  the 
original' tract  of  1,100  acres  were  sold  by  the  Rev.  William  Hu- 
sick  about  1815  to  Major  Richard  Graham.  The  two-story,  white 
pillared  brick  house  was  later  enlarged,  the  last  addition' being 
the  dining  room  wing  in  1850.  It  is  now  the  residence  of  General 
Frost’s  daughter,  Mrs  Samuel  Fordyce,  and  her  husband,  and  is 
famous  for  its  beautiful  gardens. 

TAILLS  DE  NOYER. 

Taille  de  Noyer  was  bought  by  John  Mullanphy  from  a  French¬ 
man  who  held  the  original  Spanish  grant.  The  tract  extended  from 
the  edge  of  the  Common  in  Florissant  in  a  square  south  and  east, 
and  comprised  in  all  about  350  acres.  Mullanphy  had  purchased  it 
with  a  view  to  establishing  a  hunting  lodge  and  trading  post  with 
the  Indians,  but  instead  deeded  it  to  his  daughter,  Jane,  on  her 
marriage  to  Charles  Chambers. 

A  letter  written  by  Jane  to  her  father-in-law,  dated  Flor¬ 
issant,  May  27th,  1818,  says:H0ur  plantation  is  called  Walnut 
Grove.  It  was  called  by  the  French  Taille  de  Noyer.  Walnut  and 
Hickory  Trees  abound  on  it,  and  there  is  also  much  oak.  There 
are  three  fine  springs  of  sweet  water  and  many  elegant  situations 
for  a  dwelling  house.  We  are  not  yet  quite  determined  which  we 
will  fix  upon." 

The  house  which  Jane  and  her  husband  erected  about  this  time 
was  built  of  hand  hewn  black  walnut,-  not  only  the  clapboards,  bul 
also  the  joints,  lathes,  etc.  It  was  furnished  with  many  pieces 
from  the  Spanish  Intendnt 1 s  house,  and,  until  1920,  contained  a 
mirror  set  as  a  pane  in  a  window  of  the  northeast  room,  which 
was  traditionally  called  John  Mullanphy1 s  shaving  glass.  Rooms 
were  added  to  the  original  building  as  the  family  increased,  and 
also  by  later  generations. 

Here  Jane  and  her  family  lived  for  thirty  years,  after 
which  they  removed  to  their  city  house,  which  stood  on  Broadway, 
opposite  the  Court  House.  They  then  gave  Taille  de  Noyer  to  their 
eldest  son,  John,  who  had  married  Sarah  Walsh.  It  was  for  many 
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years  used  by  them  as  a  summer  residence,  and  was  the  tradition¬ 
al  honeymoon  house  of  the  Chambers  family.  It  is  now  owned  by 
Mrs  William  Julius  Polk,  who  has  restored  it. 

DUNMORE 

Dunmore  or,  as  it  was  sometimes  called,  Dunmore  Cottage, 
is  said  to  have  been  named  after  a  Chambers  place  in  Ireland. 

It  was  built  across  the  roas  from  Taille  de  Noyer  as  a  bache¬ 
lor  establishment  for  Bartholomew.  Maziere  Chambers.  After  his 
marriage  it  was  enlarged  and  was  a  summer  residence  for  many 
members  of  the  family.  It  was  at  Dunmore  that  Jane  (Chambers) 
died  in  1891*  The  house  burned  to  the  ground  on  Christmas , 1902 . 

HOUSES  ON  THE  "MALIGNS  TRACT" 

In  1830,  John  Mullanphy  deeded  to  his  infant  grandson,  Owen 
Augustine  Chambers,  a  tract  of  800  acres  on  the  Malign  (Moline) 
Creek,  near  what  is  now  Ferguson.  As  Owen  died  at  the  ago  of 
eleven,  the  property  was  divided  between  his  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters  . 

WILDWOOD  was  built  about  1845  hy  Ellen  Chambers  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Major  Joseph  Hatch  LaMotte.  It  was  inherited  by  their 
daughter,  Ellen  (Coppinger)  and  the  200-acre  tract  was  sold  in 
1931*  The  house  is  standing,  though  the  cupola  and  one  wing 
have  been  removed . 

Major  and  Mrs  LaMotte  lived  from  1875-1885  in  Saint  Louis  in 
a  house  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Grand  and  Washington  Aves . 

GLEN  OWEN  was  built  by  Elizabeth  Chambers  and  her  husband, 
Captain  Thomas  Hudson,  in  the  1840s .  It  is  said  to  have  been 
built  by  their  own  slaves,  of  brick  made  on  the  place.  As  they 
had  no  children,  it  was  left  to  Thomas  Hudson  Thatcher,  the 
first  son  born  in  the  house.  He  is  the  present  owner. 

THE  OAKS  was  built  in  1875  by  Mary  Christian  Loker  after  the 
death  of  her  husband,  James  Ross  Larkin.  The  house  burned  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago. 


HARNEYWOLD  AND  LINDSAYHURST . 

Harney wold  and  Lind say hurst  were  the  "home  places"  of  these 
two  families.  The  tracts  each  contained  450  acres,  and  ran  from 
Coldwater  Creek  near  Florissant  to  the  river,  separated  by  the 
Howdershell  Road.  Both  house  and  gone,  and  the  land  has  been 
sold .
